The Director, on behalf of the President: Coordinates all mobilization activi- 
ties of the executive branch of the Government (this includes receiving 
resources-supply requirements from the Department of Defense, the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the Department of State, and cther resources agencies; 
determining the total national requirements in specific resources, services, and 
productive capacity under various emergency conditions; and directing the 
allocations of the specific resources), and directs and coordinates the planning 
and readiness measures which comprise the nonmilitary defenses of the 
United States. 


The Office of Civil and Defense Mobilization makes maximum use of Federal, 
State, and local government agencies in planning mobilization activities and 
in the development of plans for nonmilitary defense. Delegations of respon- 
sibilities are made to other Federal departments and agencies and guidance 
and financial assistance are given to States and local governments.

Public Law 47, 82d Congress. In connection with these mobilization activities 
the Administrator acts as the Chairman of the United States delegation to the 
Civil Aviation Planning Committee of NATO.

Business and Defense Services Administration 


Administers the defense materials system; directs and executes a system of 
priorities and directives so as to assure completion, on time, of military and 
AEC programs, including administration of superpriorities for programs 
elected by the President as being of the highest urgency; makes recommenda- 
tions with respect to the need for, accumulation, cessation of purchase pro- 
grams, and the disposition of strategic and critical materials for the national 
stockpile; appraises the adequacy of our national industrial plant based upon 
military and essential civilian needs in time of emergency; conducts compre- 
hensive analyses of national industrial capability during a postattack period, 
including industrial conversion potential; recommends such actions as can be 
taken during preattack period so as to minimize the effects of a nuclear attack; 
recommends to industry and Government actions to assure the effective utilizo- 
tion of national economic resources for general war or short of general war 
through (a) the identification and rating of key industrial facilities, (b) expan- 
sion of existing facilities, (c) possibility of underground operations, (d) 
increases in inventories at all levels of commerce and industry of survival 
items and other products and equipment, (e) studies of alternate sources or 
processes for essential production, (f) a program of industrial defense, assisting 
industry in its preparation for continuity of production; makes recommendations 
to OCDM regarding the national stockpile or survival items; prepares necessary 
orders and regulations to assure balanced and effective production and mo- 
terials distribution during an emergency period; makes recommendations on 
post certification action requests on existing certificates of necessity granted 
under section 168 of the Internal Revenue Code; acts as liaison with American 
industry through advisory committees, task pane and special conferences to 
assure complete understanding and workability of national emergency industrial 
policies and programs.

Bureau of Public Roads 


Integration of the needs of national defense with the national highway pro- 
gram, continuity of the Bureau of Public Roads and the State highway depart- 
ments in event of emergency including organization and procedure to enable 
the effective performance of assigned wartime duties. 

The Bureau of Public Roads is the agency in which resides the responsibility 
of the Federal Government with respect to highway development. In exercising 
this responsibility in time of war or grave national emergency, it would continue 
to work in close cooperation with the highway departments of the several States. 
In such an emergency, it has the dual responsibility, either directly or through 
the respective State highway organizations, or otherwise, to preserve in oper- 
able condition an adequate highway network within the United States and 
routes of strategic importance elsewhere, and to regulate highway traffic as 
necessary to expedite the movement of essential civilian and military traffic. 
These responsibilities may likewise be exercised in areas under military juris- 


diction upon agreement between the military commander and the Bureau of 
Public Roads.

CIVIL AERONAUTICS BOARD 
(Universal Building) 


Pursuant to authority vested in the Secretary of Commerce by law, he has desig- 
nated the Chairman, Civil Aeronautics Board, to present supply and require- 
ments information with respect to new civil aircraft and concurrent spares of 
United States air carriers to the Office of Civil and Defense Mobilization 
through, and when requested by, the Assistant Director of Industrial Mobili- 
zation, Business and Defense Services Administration, Department of Com- 
merce, The Secretary of Commerce has also delegated to the Chairman of 
the Board authority to formulate plans and programs for, initiate actions for, 
and carry out such distribution and redistribution of civil aircraft among the 
civil air carriers as may be necessary to assure the maintenance of essential 
routes and services after allocation of aircraft has been made to the Depart- 
ment of Defense. This has required development of a war air service pattern. 
The Board also initiates or reviews proposals for the modification or waiver 
of the Economic Regulations to permit carriers to render services of a char- 
acter, or to operate under conditions, which otherwise would be beyond the 
scope of their authority to meet special requirements resulting from greater 
participation by air carriers in military air transport; participates in the 
aircraft wor risk insurance program by recommending to the Secretary of 
Commerce the insurable value of aircraft; provides technical assistance in 
connection with the administration of defense transport agreements entered 
into between the Air Force and the air carriers; approves or denies agree- 
ments entered into among air carriers which are designed to meet defense 
needs; assists in the enforcement of export controls; and compiles data 
reported by air carriers engaged in defense transport services. 

The Board has established an Industry Advisory Committee on Aviation Mo- 
bilization to advise the Board on problems concerning the mobilization of the 
oir transport industry in wartime, such as the war air service pattern, the 
allocation of civil transport aircraft, in the event of war, and related matters. 
The Federal Aviation Act of 1958, pursuant to which the Board was created, 
contemplated the development of “an air transportation system properly 
adapted to the present and future needs of the foreign and domestic commerce 
of the United States, of the postal service, and of the national defense.” 
(Emphasis supplied.) Therefore, in all areas of its responsibility the Board is 
required to take into account national defense considerations and many of 
its normal functions, while not of a defense character as such, nevertheless 
relate directly or indirectly to the national defense.

EXPORT-IMPORT BANK OF WASHINGTON

Pursuant to section 302 of the Defense Production Act of 1950, as amended, 
section 311 of Executive Order No. 10480 of August 14, 1953, authorized ard 
directed the Export-Import Bank to make loans (including participations in, 
or guarantees of, loans) to private business enterprises, for the expansion 
of capacity, the development of technological processes, and the production 
of essential materials, including the exploration, development, and mining of 
strategic and critical metals and minerals, in those cases where such expansion, 
development, or production is carried on in foreign countries. Such loans 
shall be made, within such amounts of funds as may be made available pur- 
suant to the Defense Production Act of 1950, as amended, (1) upon such 
terms and conditions as the Bank shall determine, (2) only after the Bank 
has determined in each instance that financial assistance is not available on 
reasonable terms from private sources, and that the loan involved cannot be 
made under the provisions of and from funds available to the Bank under 
the Export-Import Bank Act of 1945, as amended, and (3) only upon certifi- 
cate of essentiality of the loan, which certificate may be made by the Director 
of the Office of Civil and Defense Mobilization or the Administrator of Gen- 
eral Services. Applications for such loans are received directly from appli- 
cants by the Bank.

The FAA is responsible for planning for and establishing policy and rules with 
respect to the use of navigable airspace. The FAA acquires, establishes, and 
improves air navigation facilities, and provides necessary facilities and per- 
sonnel for the regulation of air traffic. Under the Federal Airport Act the 
FAA fosters the development of a system of public airports adequate to 
anticipate and meet the needs of civil aviation, taking into consideration mili- 
tary requirements to the end that the National Airport Plan may be as useful 
for national defense as is feasible. The Administrator must give full consid- 
eration to the emergency requirements of national defense, as well as to FAA 
functions in support of civil defense and recovery. The Federal Aviation 
Agency has responsibility for administration of controlled materials priori- 
ties and allocations for authorized civil aviation programs including the main- 
tenance, repair, and operation of air carrier aircraft, and the development, 
establishment, and maintenance of civil air navigation facilities. The Federal 
Aviation Agency also coordinates the submission of requirements for air car- 
rier aircraft production to the appropriate resource control agency.
